Perth, Scotland‘ April Ist. 
Dear Father: 

We commenced our tour 
this morning and spent the day at 
Harvieston Castle. Mr. E. Kerrs 
place, about a mile from Tjlk ty. 
It certainly was an eye ‘Mer Afor 
me. Of course he is a man_ of 
wealth and has therefore been able 
to buy the best animals in the 
country. He started twenty years 
ago by studying agriculture in Kng- 
lish universities and by getting 
practical-experiencé. from success- 
ful farmers whom he visited’ and 
worked with. The castle is sur- 
rounded by many well arranged 
evergreens trees and hedges includ- 
ing pines, cedars, boxwood and 
monkey: puzzles give it a tropical 
appearance and look something like 
well just what their name indicates. 
The castle is of red granite and well 
proportioned. I understand it was 
originally built for the Archbishop 
of Canterbury. It hasa very high 
high tower, huge high rooms, mag- 
nificent billiard room and swimming 
pool in the basement. There are 
.|six maids doing the house work. 
The stables and barns are of stone 
with concrete floors and slate roofs. 
He has a great Jove for his work 
and therefore breeds many types of}s 
animals: His cattle are Shorthorns 
and Aberdeen Angus. We spent 
most of our time with the Aberdeen 
Angus of which he has one of the 
finest herds on record. His cows 
“land bulls have won. first prize all 
over Ireland, England ‘and Scot- 
land. They are a black type cattle 
with silky skin, almost cylindrical 
jin shape.

who organized the tour and Mr. 
Kerr. There are about 12 Cana- 
dians and 22 Americans in the pat- 
ty. Mr. Kerr has also prize Clyd- 
esdale and Hackney horses and ll 
kinds and types of poultry and pi- 
geons which he uses for show pur- 
poses. His caitle (Aberdeen Angus) 
are bringing about 2800 guinea. He 
also has‘a host of hot houses in 
which he grows nearly every type 
of plants and. flowers “known.

We were entertained 
to a magnificent dinner in the: cas- 
tle at noon and again at 4°..0’clock 
for tea. We found our host a most

A problem which has long con- 
fronted Canada, and which it has 


been the aim of all governments, Do- 


minion and Provincial, for the ‘past 
quarter of a century and more to 
solve, has been how’to secure and 


retain population. Governments in 
the past have, unfortunately, devoted 
more attention and spent more money 
in endeavoring to secure population 
than they have to retaining that pop- 
ulation when secured, and more par- 
ticularly to retaining in Canada our 
own Canadian, born. 

With cnormous unsettled tracts of 
land only awaiting settlement to be- 
come productive and wealth-produc- 
ing, the Dominion governnient adopt- 
ed-a free homestead policy, created a 
miest extensive immigration depart- 


ment, and spent millions in advertis-| 


ing and other propaganda to induce 
people in all countrics to come to 


Canada. For years these - efforts 
met with little success, and the re- 
curring decennial censuses revealed!

population. 

Naturally, but nevertheless unwise- 
ly, governments at Ottawa and 
some of the provinces, both Liberal 
and Conservative, in their efforts to 
secure immigrants neglected to ex- 
ercise care in the matter of quality 
of new Canadian citizens and devoted 
their energics to obtaining quantity. 
This led to the ‘granting Of exctep- 
tiowal privileges to various sects and

Even be- 
fore the Great War thoughtful Cana 
dians, anxious about the, future wel- 
fare of their country, were beéoming 
seriously alarmed over the resultant 
situation, and it only took the Great 
War, with all it demanded of patriot- 
ism, sacrifice and. service on the part 
of Canada and it&people, to arouse 
the whole nation to the danger which 
threatened its future if these’ policies 
were persisted in-and.’

The province pf Saskatchewau has 
exceedingly rich deposits of fire- 
clays, and other clays from which 
practically the whole range of struc- 
tural clay products can be manufac- 
tured. The department of the in-’ 
terior of the Dotninion have carried 
on considerable field work, and con- 
ducted numerous laboratory ‘tests’ in 
connection with these deposits, which 
are the subject of a very interesting 
report. 


The following comment on these 
clay resources by N..B. Davis, M.A., 
assistant engineer of the Ceramic 
division of the department of the 
interior, will doubtless interest) many 
readers: 


“The importance’ to the whole Can- 
adian west of the clay resources of 
southern Sdskatchewan cannot 
over-estimated. There is an abund- 
ance of high grade clays suitable for 
the manufacture of stoneware, Rock- 
ingham-ware and white earthenware. 
The fireclays of the eastern section 
will make a No. 2 grade of refractory, 
while the more plastic clays should 
find a use as bond clays in the mak: 
ing of retorts and other special re- 
fractory shapes. They are also adap-

Fake Grain Varieties. 


(Experimental Farms Note.) 


DU 
Each year many farmers are the : 


victims of plausible agents who are 
selling so called new varieties. Mak- 
ing extravagant claims they charge 
a corresponding price and only too 
often the farmer who naturally de- 
sires more productive varieties if 
obtainable, pays an exorbitant price 
for a supposedly new and _ prolific 
sort, which is either an’ old - variety 
camouflaged with a new name or 
else a selection whose qualities are 
entirely unknown. Being. divisible 
into classes, these agents and _ their 
claims can be grouped. conveniently 
as follows:- 

FIRST, those who take a high 
yielding, prolific variety such as 
Banner or O.A.C. No. 72 oats, ‘give 
it another name and introduce ‘it 
as a new variety. 

SECOND, those who are selling 
a variety that has been muliiplied 
from a peculiar plant or from extra- 
ordinary heads found in the geneal 
crop. The producer thinking it a 
valuable variety, offers it for sale 
before its qualities are known. 

THIRD, those who are. offering 
for sale to a few limited customers 
only, a wonderful variety that was 
produced by & secret process of sel- 
ection or else has been grown from 
a few seeds found in the tombs of 
the ancient Pharaohs. 

A fourth class might be made of 
those who sell a variety for what it 
is, but make extravagant claims for 
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The Spirit of the West.

Pernaps they will he, but the 
varieties are legion that have been 
introduced in this way and _ have 
been found worthless in comparative 
tests with standard varieties. 

The third agent though, is the 
real out and out grain fakir. and 
should be liable to prosecution: The 
farmer who is deceived by his _pre- 
tences almost deserves to pay the 
price of his credulity. 


It is the right of any person who 
has multiplied out a selection of 
grain to sell it for what it is and 
charge any price hé sees fit. Against 
these well-intentioned, legitimate 
transactions we have nothing to say 
beyond warning the farmer, that at 
the-best he is likely only buying an. 
old variety and .that exceedingly 
few of these amateur selections. are 
ever of value. 


What is advisable is that in every 
case before buying a variety that he 
intends to grow as a general crop, 
the farmer should consult the re- 
ports of his nearest Experimental 
Station. The remedy for the ‘actual 
frauds that are perpetrated is in his 
own hands. As long as he will buy 
the agents will sell, and the. efforts 
put forth by the cereal stations of 
Canada for the improvement of 
crops will continue to be partially 
frustrated.
